Is the 'srueH offensivep It.is 
ottar of roses compared with the othei 
stenches which these people nourial 
ri^ht on their hearthstones. . 


Tho ex-King of Oiidh is a'rOyal pris- 


oner, receiving one lac of rupees t 
month, about $42,000, as a pension 
from the 817117^ Government. His pea 
sion used to be ; twice this, .but: .his un 
paralleled eitrayagance.led tho Govern- 
ment to'mako'tho reduction and 
point a guardian over him. 


Along the shores of the River Hoogh- 


ly I' descried' a succession of castles 
and -fine estates, belonging to native 
princes and rajahs who had formerly 
rulod the province of Hindostan. These 
princes have beea deprived of their pos- 
sessions, but still keep up mimic courts, 
aodlivoon a scale 01 extravagant roy- 
alty. I had no difficulty, in i picking c 
tho palace of tho ex-Kiug Of Oudh, 1 
it proved to bo ; a long, splendid pile, 
and over its roof I saw not1 only - thou- 
sands, but hundreds of thousands ol 
pigeons circling, exactly as I had been 
told would bo the case. . A nominal eurr 
vcillauce is . exereiaed by ;the Govern- 
ment over his majesty, and he is for- 
bidden to visit Lucknow, the capital of 
his former kingdom— at least, without 
permission. In reality his liberties are 
scarcely checked at all, and he may fre- 
quently bo soon riding through .the streets 
of Calcutta in great state, himself almost 
n iked, but his footmen and retainers 
arrayed most gorgeously. 
He is an 


ugly-looking brute, and as vicious and 
low-lived as he looks. • At present his 
liarotn embraces a few over three hun- 
dred wives. 


Ho biis a special fondness for pels, 


and has accumulated quite a menagerie, 
including all sorts of wild beasts, a 
huge den of snakes, an aquarium, etc. 


Although so infamous iu his personal 


habits and so overwhelmingly oxtrava- 
zant, it is not to be overlooked that the 
British have done him injustice. 
His 


pension seems large to us, but in Oudh 
the British have a;province which earns 
the pension a great many times over. 
Whoa 'in extremities in times past the 
British borrowed millions of dollars 
fi'pm him and from his father, with the 
stipulated understanding that it should 
ie a fiimily loan. Now the Govern- 
ment refuses to return this money, on 
tho audacious ground that the debt was 
onb owed to the Oudh Government; 
vnd as that has now been absorbed by 
jlreat Britain, tho latter will pay bock 
tho principal and interest to itself. — • 
Calcutta Cor. Cleveland Herald. 


Missouri's Mow moth Cave. 


One of the greatest curiosities of this 


part of Missouri, is the Mammoth Care, 
Seven miles Southeast of West Plains, on 
;ho Pocahontas road. It is owned bv 
Matthew McCammon. Provided with 
a guide, » lantern and a candle we pro- 
ceeded to explore this wonder. A few 
rods from Mr. McCammon's house we 
came to a circular hole in tho ground 
Bovcnty-iivo or one hundred feet deep 
and perhaps two hundred feet in diame- 
ter at tho top. Small trees and bushes 
nro growing in this sink clear down to 
tho DOttom, where will be found tho 


ntrnnco to tho cave and here Nature 
made no effort to hide from man its 
secret chambers; wo enter a largo cav- 
ern arched with solid rock, still des- 
cending until wo come to a large spring. 
tfcre wo refreshed ourselves with a 
Iraught from its crystal waters, and 
proceeded on our downward journey. 
darkness begins to gather round about 
is, nnd tho intensity thereof thickens 
ind deepens Into blackest night as we 
ook down at tbe cavern below. Halt. 
rlcreis a barricade; tho gates are closed 
and locked to prevent the wanderer, if 
man or beiist, from penetrating tbeso 
"abyrinths and being lost or launched 
nto eternity by stepping from eomo of 
.he many precipices that bar tho path- 
v:iy. But a quarter of a dollar will 
open the massive gate; so lighting our 
aatorn and candle we proceeded on 
jr downward journey. Becareful, here 
a precipice; wo descend n long ladder 


and ngain our way is down an inclined 
plauo; another bliff, another ladder, an 
nclined plane and another spring so deep 
hat fathomed iane has never touched 
he bottom, so says our guide that the 
oogth of three clothes 
lines gave 


no sounding. Here a sight grand be- 
•ood description meets our wondering 
jazo as the light from our lantern 
lashes upon the arched dome above us. 
talactites of alrrrost every conceivable 
ihape and many colors hang pendant 
rom tho roof, or stand up below' aa 
monuments to the hand of Time. Let 
us wander, awhile in this world of en- 
chantment and seek its hidden myste- 
ries. ' Here is another offset. 
We can- 


not go immediately into this fairy land, 
Hit following our guide wo again wind 
our way down untu we come to another 
adder, and on this descending, per- 
iaps ten or (Lftecn feet, we are on the 
loor of this mighty cavern. Tbe etalac- 
ites vary in size from less than an 
neb in length to eight or ten feet. 
yotne look Tiko icicles, varying in color 
'rom a dark brown to white,, while 
others are in folds, varied and pleasing 
to tho eye beyond description. Half or 
three-quarters of an hour was spent 
very pleasantly in this part of the cave; 
when we retraced our steps to the en- 
.raneo, where another rusty gate creak- 
id on its hinges and wo began the ascent- 
to another part of tho cave, where we 
visited the bear's nest, but did not see 


bear only the tracks as pointed out 


3V the guide, we did not care to hunt 
urn in such a dismal den, bo might 
>low ourlights out and leave us in the 
dark, (not the bear leave us but the 
"ight). Obt no; we do not hunt bear. 
n the dark, not if we know it, so wend- 
ng our way backward and downward 
we were soon again in the light of day, 
well satisfied with our morning ramble 
under ground. — Kansas City Western

Both of thorn were educated, and they bad 
notlone. They wanted to "git Into society." 
Ae Hiatt did not have too necessary wealth to 
put them In the top pinnacle of Indiana 
"society," whatever that may be, they "wool- 
ed" him. At laet be told them solemnly that 
he was going to quit, and BO ho gave them all 
the property that he had, turned over to them 
all the money that be could, gave them hie 
blessing, and wont off.
